To date, SBA has approved 20 low-interest disakians to Tennessee homeowners, renters,
landlords, and business owners totaling $633,088nry County leads the way with $448,600 in appdove
loans. Not far behind is Shelby County with $186,7Weakley County with $34,800, and Carroll County
with $12,900 in approved loans. We expect theselmus to increase as more applications are recéived
processing.
